Meteors the more pure, the more noble; this verity appears in all liquid 
ſubjeRs, as water, rain, clouds, dew, ſnow, and all like watery Meteors ; and ſo un- 
derſtand of the fiery. Further, the equal compoſure and motion of Meteors, indicate 
the good temperament thereof ; underſtand that motion] which is aRed from an in- 
ternal principium, not that which ariſerh from an external original, as from the wind. 
There is alſo Phyhognomy of bodies perfeRly mixt, as of minerals, or living bodies : 
The firſt is Phyiologia mineralinm; and may be called mineral, becauſe it informech 
co finde ourthe internal nature of minerals by certain ſigns; which ſigns are theſe, 
Color, Weight, and Signature ; for color, the more pure, the more noble in quality , 
for weight, che more ponderous, the more excellent in kinde; Goldis among met- 
cals, as a4 among Animals., or the Sw» amongſt the ſtars ; and the moſt noble 
ſignature of mettals appears in that Analogical ſimilitude they bear wich the parts 
of the body of man. | |

the S»» is the Epitome of Celeſtial powers and influences|, and is an incorruptible 
Balſom, which continually in every moment of time, by his proper light, is com. 
municable to all creatures; and principally the Balſom of the Sun is fourd in the 
Magnet of the Sun, which is the ſubject of all admiration; this magnet is a peculiar 
None, and cannot be diſſolved, but in its own proper water, after which the univer- 
ſal medicine may be thenccextrafted, which in a manner [is univerſal, and by many 
ſo called; nor that it is univerſal, bur that it is next, or comes near thereunto; for 
Gold is of that nature, that from the natural qualities of |other, elements it cannot 
be corrupted ; If by convenient means, 'goid be drawn into the 2winta eſſentia,it 
expelleth the moſt dangerous diſeaſes, by conforting the Balſom of the Microcoſm, 
and conſerving it in vigor.

and Pyrhagorian Philoſophers have recorded fo reverently 
thereof : as alſo Hippocrates, according to rhe teſtimony of 
Galen, by tcaſon of the utility thereof, ſaith, Qui Phyſnguomie 
funt iznari, anima eoram errore defatizari & confici folet3 'thalſe 
uſually conſume and defatigate rtheir/minds through errour, 
who areignorant in this Art: and this 1 arcribute thereunto 
will ſcem no-wonder, if we rightly obſerve che Erymology 
thereof, accordingrtothe wiſdom of the Ancients, who ren. | 
der it derived from 54s, which 1s a figure, and gw, that is 
Narure(thart is to ſay)Phyſrognomice,a ſign 'or Index of Nature, 
from whence is manifeſt, that this Science (which by -exce- 
rior ſigns and evidential tokens , diſcovers the'interior dif 
poſitions of the minde as well as the body) is approved of, 
and juſtified as well from the Retords of Divine Writ, the 
Dictartes of the Holy Spirit, as from the fulneſs of Humane 
reaſon and wiſdom : from hence it was that King Artaxerxes 
ſaid to Nehemiah, Why © thy countenance ſad, fering thou art not - 
fick * this is nothing elſe but ſorrow of heart.

Nay,thoſe that have in all Ages been the ſevereſt Cenſurers 
of theſe Sciences, have been forced to: admit and commend 
it. One of them ſpeaking of ir, ſays, Phyfigonomua confiftens 
intra cancellos naturalis Philoſophie , licita eft , & haber aliquid 
probabilitatis : yer this good man: makes diſtin&tions as he 
pleaſes, that ſo while he approves a Science according to his 
deſire, he might diſlike rhe method and principles which o- 
ther men hold , being unwilling that any Science bereceived 
in this Age, if it hath not pafled the ſcarce of Cenſure, 
at leaft that of thoſe of his own profelsjon; as being ambiri- 
- ous for thetitle of 'Illuftrators of forme Sciences, and-of de- 
Qroyers of 'thoſe which pleale chem not 1 Tis an abuſe thar 
reigns at thepreſent, and which cauſes Antiquity inits ſm- 
plicity to be extinguiſhed and main'd by chale expurgators'; 
and good - won, and Sciences baniſhed, or keptin ſlave- 
withinthe minds of fome Learned men kept in awe by 
* $1 men, who enducd with a monſtrous power, ruine the 
ancient Sciences,and introduce Novelties both into Religion 
and Policy,to'enſlave the ſouls of ſimple men and women. 
But how comes irtopaſs ?. Tis ambition is the ſource of 
all theſe evils. And this qualification principally appears, in 
thoſe whoſe ſcandalous lives, or peeviſh, waſpiſh Natures 
have rendred them unworthy eſteem in the eyes of the ho- 
neſt peaceable part of Gods People : then to draw after them 
ſome Factions, and to raiſe themſelves in the opinion of the 
ſimple ; like malicious, ignorant Dolts, they to their own 
ſhame beſpatter thoſe Beauties, which if they were not Owl- 
cycd, would amuze them to look upon. Buri is the will of 
the moſt High that it ſhould be ſo, that the words pronoun- 
ced by his Apoſtle might be accompliſhed, * That i the fr 
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* days ſhall riſe up inſolent and proud men, lovers of pleaſures more 
© then lorvers of God, having a ſhew of godlineſs, but denying the 
* power thereof, who ſhall enter into houſes, and take captive fill 
© women, laden with. ſins, -and who are carried away with. many de 
* fires. Are not-all theſe things fully accompliſhed in theſe 
men, who certainly are thoſe meant by the Apoſtle ? Excuſe 
me (friendly Reader) for this diggeſsion ; bur it is the zeal of 
the Houſe of God (as the Royal Prophet faith) that hath ur- 
ged me: and when the calumnies of#thoſe that hate Him 
{hall fall upon me,l will bear them patiently even cill death, 
ſeeing that out of his goodneſs toward me he hath given me 
the quality which 1 have(though unworthy of ir) amongſt 
his people. = 

Bur leaving off theſe Diſcourſes, my ſuit to thee (friend-

otherwiſe. If Marsbe Lord, his marks are in thoſe parts on the right (ide, and 
commonly in the head before, or clſeon the belly neerthe privy parts, or on the 
oroyns; theſe marks are red or purple, and commonly great as Roſes or drops of 
Wine, or like Warts, coloured like Raſpberries or Cherries. If Merruiry be Lord, 
theſe marks are on the left ſide, and ſomerimes on the privy parts, or upon the legs, 
they are of an olive colour, and in the forms abovementioned. If ſometimes ic hap. 
pen that theſe marks are right one againſt another, |that of Sater= being on the 
right lide, and that of Aercary on the left, upon the heart, the reaſon of it is be. 
tauſe Sarrs was in the ninth houſe of the Nativity, which is the Houſe of Religion 
and of long Travels. Ir is ſaid that Saint Ferome and e Apolioniue the T hyennean had 
them ſo : and many others. | | 


When the Moor is Lady of the Nativity;the mark| is| in the head on the left (ide, 
not only one, but commonly two or three ; that is the reaſon that ſometimes in the 
face there are to (1x or ſeven ; and ordinarily theſe marks in women are warty and 
white or pale like ſcallions. When Yew is Lady,theſe marks are in the Reins,Cods, 
Thighs, or haply in the Neck becauſe of 7 awr#s her firſt houſe, which governs thac 
part. The form of theſe marks is like a bulbe or flat mark, of a violet colour or 
whitiſh, and ſignifies nothing but laſciviouſneſs. When one is born under Geming, 
they haye their mark in the arms: if it be the face or firſt part of this ſign, the mark 
is on the right arm, neer the ſhoulder, or towards the elbow. If one be born un. 
der the ſecond part, called A/caya, the mark is on the! lefe arm, in the ſame parts as 
the former ; But if under the third called by the Arabians Aldamar, the marks are 
rowards the hands; from 20. degrees to 25. they are in the right arm; from 25, co. 
30. on the lefr, and thoſe of the Planets arc in the places beforementioned. When 
Cancer is aſcendent, the marks of the aſcendent are on the right breaſt, in the form 
of a flower, or track of a Hares foot, whitiſh, and having a very ſmall hair on ic. 
Some credvlous People, as Sprawier, Bodin and others, have thought theſe ro be the 
marks of the Devil, and have been the cauſe of the death of many poor ſouls that 
have been accuſed for Wirches : A fooliſh miſtake that bath long raigned amogg.the 
ſimple, and reigns yet; becauſe this mark to many thar are ZLuaar is inſenſible, which 
our Magiſtrates and Senators qught to take notice of, | whence ic (hall come to paſs 
that the places of execution ſhall be no more filled with ſuch odious ſpeRacles and 
puniſhments irflited on innocent creatures. If the party be born under the fiſt 
part of this ſign of Cancer, the mark is above the breaſt, and ſhall be more inſen. 
ible, nay ſo that if ir be pricked with a bodkin, pin, or needle, the party ſhall not 
feel it. When one is born under rhe ſecond parc of this (ign called Alearr,the mark 
is on the ſide of che Teat, like a Cherry, or a flower, and that is very tender : Bur 
when it is under the breaſt , it denotes the perſon born under the third. part ; if 
ir be inthe likeneſs of a track, it is ſometimes (eſpecially when the ſoon is in that 

ſign which is her houſe, and wherein ſhe is cwo days) inſcoſible , but not always. - 
When Leo is aſcendent, the only houſe of the S»x, the marks are on the- left breaſt, 
orat leaſt on that ſide, becauſe of the hearr, which the Sw# governs. If the mark

bur far, like black or reddiſh ſpots. Thoſe that are born under the firſt part of it, 
havc the mark on the upper part of the ftomack, neer ag between the two breaſts ; 
thoſe of the ſecond part have ir nnder ; thoſe of the third , neer the extremity. or 
lower part of the ſtomack ; thoſe that have this mark, are very inconſtant;for Afer- 
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place of Yexws, they riſe up like warts, and are ſmall, ſoft, and hairy, and in the 
form of a mansyard : thoſe of the tiiſt parc have itin the navell the place of the 
ftrength of Yenw ; the ſecond haveit beneath, on the left ſide, which place is called 
Alcabenech, The third are in the extremity of the Belly , neer the places of the 
hollow veins, and are in form black and very hairy, The marks of the lecond houſe 
of Mars which is Scorpio, is referred tothe privy parts, both of man and woman ; 
thoſe who are born under the fiſt degrees of chis ſign, have their natural mark up- 
on the left cod 3 thoſe who are born under the ſecond, that is from 10 to 20. have 
it on the right, like a little pea ; and thoſe under the third part, have it under the 
privities, in the form aforeſaid. And thoſe that have itn that part are much given 
ro filthineſs and diſhoneſly ; and when women have it in that part, or under the pri- 
vy part,and that they meet with men that are ſo too, the aR of generation is al- 
ways like that of an 1»c:b4,and was ſo eſteemed by the Ancients, who are thought 
to be abuſed with fooliſh credulities ; for ſuch people whereeyer they mee, rad vance 
their unclean deſires. Thoſe who are born under Sagittary have their marks in their 
| buttocks or thighs,the which marks for the firſt places are like a bulbe, & big enough, 
and thoſe are born in the extremity of the third part of Segittary. Thoſe who are 
born under the fuſt part, have the mark on the lefe thigh, thoſe of the ſecond, on the 
right ; and thoſe of the third, inthe places aforeſaid. Thoſe that are born under 
Capricorn,have their marks in the knees, the which marks are flat, and ſeldom riſe up; 
which if they do, itis a ſign of a Goatiſh or Buckiſh humour. Thoſe that are born 
under the fi:ſt part, have it in the right knee ; thoſe under the ſecond, in the left, and 
thoſe under the third, under the knee at the places of the garrers. The legs are go- 
verned by Aquarinzs, and thoſe that have this ſign aſcendenr, their natural marks are 
in the legs ; thoſe that are born under the firſt part have ic on their right le and ic 
is ſomewhat long, in the formof a wave, and ſeldom rifes above the luperficies of 
thefleſh; thoſe whoare ſo marked, are very light and unconſtane. Thoſe who are 
born under the ſecond part, are marked in the lefc leg in the ſame form as that of thc 
rigtit ; who are born under the third are marked in the calf or muſcles of the legs in 
the faſhion of a Mulberry, Cherry, or a Scallion ; and thoſe born under this third 
part, are good Footmen, and fir ro be Laqueys. The laſt of our Signs is P5/ces or 
the Fiſhes which govern the Feet ; rhoſe which have ir-their aſcendenc, have their 
marks in the feet.

a2 Ecing the Veins make a part of our Bodies,and that they are apparent, 
\þ and chat by them and the temperament of the blood contained in 
them we judge of things to come ; Iſhave thought fic to diſcourſe of 
them in a particular Chapter, as alſo of Phleboromy. The Veins be- 
long to Phyſiognomie,as appearing in| all the parts of our body , and 
being as ir were ſmall Channels or little Rivulers that moiſten this 
little World, as we ſee the Rivers, Fountains and Brooks moiſten this great Terre- _ 
ſtrial Body ; and by the waters we judge of the fertility and ſterility of the place, 
by the moiſture or drought of the years. So in the lirtle Terreſtrial body we judge 
of things tocome; as by the colours and accidents of the Veins, the ſickneſſes and 
misfortunes to come are known : Asif the Veins which appear in the Face are ſmall 
and white, it denotes a man Feminine, and without courage ; but if they be ſome- 
what big, and of that colour, they demonſtrate the perſon to be of a mild ſpirit, 
ſubtill and cautious ; But if they are big, and eſpecially thoſe of the forchead a- 
bove the temples, and that of the middle of the forehead, called preparata, they 
ſignific a man free, liberal, ſubjeA co ſome livery of Yen ; and after the aRion 
it is caſie ro know him ; for they will be ſwollen, and of a violet colour, which is 
ſome ſymptome of a Pluriſie or Apoplexy. If they appear not but upon the do- 
ing of ſome violent aRion, or when one laughs, it] ſignifies treachery and perfidi- 

Whenin the Neck the Veins are large and great, they repreſent a ſtrong anger and 
paſſion, eſpecially when they are red ; which is affirmed by Polemon, Adamantes, 
and eAlbertus Magnus, S1 qui venas illas que ſunt circa collum &- tempora, turgi- 
das habent &' manifeſtas, & ſangrinei color, intusfervere iram oftendit. If about 
the Neck they are not much apparent, and palc., they ſignitie the perſon temperate, 
wiſe, and reſerved - if they are meanly apparent and clear, eſpecially in a woman, 
they (ignifie Chaſtity, Honeſty and Modeliy in all her aQtions; and co a man that he 
(hall be honqured in Councel, and in all his Enterpriſes. The women that have the 
Veins thus, are fair, and have a delicate whire compleRion. 

When the Veins appear great and red in the arm, they denote the party Saturnine 
or Martial, being ſtout and ſtrong : but if they be ſmall, and clear , he is ſolar: if 
they be ſomewhat paleghe is Laxar and Melancholick ; if they are ſomewhat reddiſh, 
and if there be neer the muſcles certain veſſels very big, it Ggnifies the perſon vene- 
reous, and ſubjeR to the diſcaſes of YVeuws. | 

When they are in that manner on the legs, they demonſtrate that the perſon hath 
a wearineſs and weakneſs through all the body, having Ulcers within, and not ap- 
pearing-- If they are black and pale, they denote a great crudity of ſtomack, and 
an indigeſtion that cauſes vicious humours , which oft-cimes through their Acrimony 
cauſe Malignant Ulcers and Cankers, and to women abundance of Flowers, Where- 
fore it ſhould much concern the Phyſitian or Chirurgion to know them, their colours, 
accidents andgualities, that ſo he may faithfully make uſe of Phleboromie, which ac- 
cording td Avicene, is nothing elſe but Evacuatio bumorum propter valetudinem 
recuperandums, They (ſhould alſo know the number (of the Veins, the place where 
the blood is co be let; they ſhould at leaſt know the day of the New Moon, her 
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Full, and Quarters, the ill figns, and che ſigns which govern the parts of the Body 
or the ſigns whicharc So/ar, wherein there (ſhould be no bleeding nor couchiog. in 
thole places : they muſt chooſe the days which are good for Phleboromy ; The vein 
which is in the middle of the forchead called Preparata, it is to be opened in caſe of 
Lethar gy, when it appears 1[[-coloured ; ſo alſo for the Hemicreny ; the two veins 
which are on the (ides of the ewo ears, they are to be opened for to clear the Spirit 
and the hearing z that upon the bones of the temples called Arteries, there may 
- beblood drawn of them, that the brair. may be furniſhed with blood. Under the 
congue there are two veins which may be let blood for the Epilepſy, Squiney, and the 
Apoſthume which comes upon the throat.

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A little head is never without vice, and moſt commonly is guiley of little wiſdom, 
but rather full of folly, which is naught and malicjous. EE 
A great head doth not lignific any perfeRion of manners, though there may be 
ſometimes, but not often, goodneſs of Nature; the moſt perfe& is the round head, 
which is ſomewhat depreſſed on both fides after the faſhion of a Sphear compaſſed 
about with its Zodiack.

=» Hyſognomers hold, that the Rhewmatick: diſtillation of the eyes, 
aH and their inflammacion with red, argue much humidity of the brain, 
and fl-gm abounding ; and that the groſsneſs and amplitude of the 
noſtrils, argue duſnefs, ſtolidity, and weakneſs of reaton ; but when 
the noſe is blewiſh, wan, or of a leafiſh colour, havidg lirtle red 
ſpecks, or veins like Fibres,interwoven as it were , this arguesa great 
hear and cruſtineſs of the Liver ; ſo the face red diſcovers a hot complexion z blue , 
or pale dark colour, indicates the depth-of Melancholy ; but if white and a clear

So when Prolomie Alexaxders favourite was hurt witha poiſon ed dart in a fight, Alexanders 
and lay in grievous pain ſick of it ; Alexander fitting by him fell aſlcep; and faw a Ms for 
Dragon which his mother O/ympias kept , carrying a lictle root in his mouth, and 5 cure 
ſhewing the place where it grew, ſaying it was of ſuch vertue that it would cure Peo- 
lomie : Alexander being awake, told his dream, and ſent to ſeck that root, ( forthe 
place was not far off ) which having found, it cured, not only Prolomic, but many 
other Souldiers that were hurt with choſe kind of darts.

gels ; concerning whom 1 affirm , that by Phyſiognomie his internal affeQions are 
firſt to be known, not ſo much to adyance the dignitie of his nature (which above 
other creatures he hath without diſpute) but in reference to humane ſociety , as to 
whichit cannot be ſaid how ——_ Phyſiognomic is, theſe cautions neceſſarily 
being obleryed. | . 

x1 As firlt, ſuch is the different temperament of mans body, as is the ſtrufture or 
parts thereof, ro wonder, ſo great is the variety of conſtitutions that i» roto'terrarans 
orbe, in the whole univerſe you ſhall not find two men alike anſwerable in all cone 
ditions; for the temperament is, as men are, various. ae 

2 For ſeeing the quantity and quality of vital humours is various in divers, and fin- 
gular individually, of neceſſitie the temperament mult be anſwerably various ; now 
in fine that temperamentis ſuperlative which is. moſt temperate. 

3 In brief, the temperaments of all men come within the compaſs of four hue 
mours, Choler, Sanguine, Flegmatick, und Melancholy ; of thele the two fiilt are hot, 
the two laſt cold. | 

And the internal natural inclinations and propenfities of man, (as to the habit) fol. 
low his natural temperament, the habit being contingent to man, as conſidering the 
intelleQuals and morals, vertues and vices. | | 

4 Furthetmore, the diverſity of temperament produceth diverſity of fignatigns in 
the body, referring to Figure, Colour, Stature, and other 11k?

Theſe habits alſo follow the natural inclinations of man, not neceſſarily, but con- 
tingently; not immediately, bur mediately ; for thele inclinations , as to vertues or 
vices, may be adjuvazed or imprdired, that they |may or may not come forth into 
aQ; therefore from theſe phyſiognomical figns of [the inclinations, the habits can be 
gathered but conjeQurally, as in the ſtory of Socrates, A Phyſiognomiſt coming to 
his ſchool, was asked by his ſcholars of what condition and qualification their maſter 
Socrates was of; he obſerving his churliſh and homely aſpeR, anſwered that Socr* 
tes was a libidinous, vitious, and malitions man ; the ſcholers laughing, and return- 
ing him the lye, Socrates anſwered for himſelf, Nihbil mentitms eſt; T alts enim futu- 
rus eram abſque cultura & inflitutione ; That the Phyſiognomiſt ſpake cruth as to ſil 
natural condition, bur education and learning had made him otherwiſe. 

8 Thus you ſee we ought gccurately with wiſdom diſtinguiſh between Ggns ne- 
ceſſary and contingent, proper and common, permanent and p:ſſing.,

ture ſupplyes in wit what is wanting in body; and from hence it is that beaſts of 
{mall body are ſo ingenious, as the Ant, the Bee, the ſpider, and the like. And we find 
in hiſtory that prudent, wiſe, and ſtrong men, were of ſmall ſtature many years ſince, 
as Agefilans, Ulyſſes,» Alexander the great, Ariſtotle, Horace, Marcillins Ficinss, &c. 
and on the other (ide a grear and large ſtature is aſign the perſon is partly (low, dull, 
and blockiſh, ſimple, and timorous; 'the cauſe hereot appears, becauſe the vital ſpiric 
in x great body, is extended, dilaced, and diſperſed; and gieat is the diſtance between 
the heart and the brain, ſo char the vital ſpirits cannnot eaſily, or without prejudice 
make their aſcent. From hence the Cree being a great fowl of body , is of a heart-

Notwithſtanding what hath been ſaid, it behoveth us to underſtand that theſe rules 
Cthouh they have much cruth in them } yet they are not perpetually certain and erue, 
when as naturall cauſes which are the fundamentals of this Science, ſometimes fail, as 
eAriſtotle teaches inthe 2, book De par. Animalium. If natural rules of cauſes ſome- 
times themſelyes deviate from truth, much more theſe notes and ligns of che body 
may fail the Artiſt ; and nor only thoſe moles which through accident, or otherwiſe 
at different times affeR the body after our birth, bur alſo ſometimes even thoſe which 
ſignate the body in the womb, as having their original from the vehement delice and 
inordinate luſtful longing of the mother, |

As to what I hitherto have handled, others which have gone before me have ſeem- 
ed wictily ro expreſs in their writings ; but they have touched this ſubjeR ſo briefly, 
ſo variouſly, and unaptly, that they rendred this doQtrine of moles almoſt wholly 
frivolous and vain, and have rob'd ic (as I may ſo fay) of its credic and worth; bue 
I cannot ſufficiently admire, that none of the ancienc, which have ſearched out moſt 
things with great diligence and induſtry ;:nor' fone of our modern Aathors, whoſe 
curioſity in the ſexrch of chings hath exceeded otherways , have nor aſlayed to expli- 
cate and unfold the cauſes and reaſons of this Science, if nor the true and neceflary, 
yet at leſtwiſe the probable cauſes thereof ( #1 have ſaid before ) wherefore the 
Moles poſited on the face, ſhould have the like diſtribaced through the body, and 
ſhould demonſtrate according to a certain order the reſpeRive places of their polici- 
on : therefore now ſhall I encounter and aſſay to explicate this ſame laborious ſe» 
cret of Nature, involved in the thick miſts and ex:ream darkneſs of Difficulties ; by 
the Ancients not only negleRed, bur not once ſo much as named : which while I at- 
tempt and perform, | arrogate no merit proudly to my felf, nor do I any whic de- 
rrat from the renown of the Ancient, neither do Iglory to have found thar the I 
Ancient could not - bur 1 rejoice to affay, and ſeek out that knowledge which they Fe 
have negleRed , or have refuſed co atrempt ; neither do 1 confide ſo in my own "4 
ſtrength, that whatſoever I ſhall conceive hereof, and to the extent of my deſire, 
chat I (hall be able of my own abilities to «ffeR and bring to piſs; but that I may 
ſublevare, hold forth, and in ſome meaſure build up this admired Fabrick, and Maſs of 
Nature ; to the ereRing, ſuſtaining, and firmating of which, the moſt choice mates

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A little World. To (hew this, how and in what manner all things contained in the 
Univerſe, are repreſented or expreſſed in man, was eaſie for me to do, but that I 
ſhould exceed the limits of my intended diſcourſe, Now ſeeing man is compoſed 
of two parts, a ſouland body, there havitg been many that only endeavour ro find 
the world and the fimilitude thereof in the body only ; it will not recede from my 
purpoſe if I conſider the ſoul likewiſe, and ground|my obſervations cn that, as others - 


have done on the body.

In the firſt place, The humane body when it is conceived, attraterh and receiveth 
a certain proper power, vertue, and force from the Celeſtial Influences, and the 
£chereal ſpheres, as is manifeſt from moſt certain obſervation, which influential ver- 
rue the Aſtrologers call Jovial or Saturnine; Jovial, when as by the benigne influence - 
and fayourable rays of Z»piter, the blood is tempered with a moderate heat and pro- 
duceth mild and gentle manners. Saturnine, when with the ſharp and dry rays of 
Satxern, the humours are arefafted, and rendred melancholy ; and cerrene, ſavage, 
rough and harſh manners are produced. So alſo inthe powers of the ſoul, thoſe 
divine bodies ſhine forth, and ſend their vertues', as rhe Moon affeRs it with: - 
vegecable power; 9zw7=ie, and the wit, isenlightned by 2ercnry ; the concupiſcible 
power Yen: adjuvates ; the Sw», the vital ; the iraſcible, Cars ; the natural, 7«- 
picer ; and among(t the reſt, Sarwr», the retentivefacultie, The eighth ſphere with- 
out doubt repreſents the Will; ſo that as this moves, volves, and aQts by his 
primary motion the other Orbs, ſo the other moves, dires, guides, alcers, and 
changes the affeRions of the mind; as is ſufficiently explorated the diſpofirion 
of theſe ſtars, their vigour, force, and power in the moment of the nativity 3 from 
whence it cannot be difficult co Divine, and demonſtrate to what affeRiofis, incli- 
nations and reſolutions any one is moſt principally inclined. Moreover we (hould 
candidly and freely give place to reaſon, which ſhould as a moſt magnificent Prince 
rule, guide, and criumphantly command dy her power , ſeeing to this end we haye 
received a power of free-will from God in humane affairs, that we ſhould ſo uſe rea-* 
ſon in all our aRings, that our aRions ſhould be ſquared thereby. 

Furthermore the Soul hath ſimilicude with the Elements; with the earth, in refes 
rence to thoſe aRive ſenſes, which the earth even as by open aQive paſſages, unbo- 
ſomes her ſelf, that the truth and ſcience of her myſterious ſecrets may be dilucidated

Laſtly, with the heavenly ſphere, by reaſon of the IntelleQuals; as allo in the body

And fo, when as in the body all parts and qualities are ſo fitly diſpenſed and com- 
d, that they conſiſt together in a united fit natural proportion , ſo likewiſe is it 
in the ſoul, all things being ſo aptly moderated and fitly compoſed, that all the affei- 
ons (avit were ) inapt and ſet numbers and figures, conſpire an harmonious cons 
cord. From hence therefore, man may aptly be| called weo5(1.or, a lirtle world,

Becauſe in this humane Fabrick, the interiour and more ſecrer parts of the body 
which in admired: order and wonderful wiſdom are fo diſpoſed, conjoined, and di-

God ſeems here to repreſent the Merchant; who having ſtored his (hop with all ſorts 
of ware, finds it inconvenient to bring it all to the open window to be ſeen, it be- 
ing indeed impoſſible, but expoſeth to the open view ſome ſmal quantity of every 
thiog, by which may be judged whar is withit, So the Almighty, when as he would 
not ſubje& to the cye all internall qualifications, producerh ſuch brief outward f3gns 
by which the internall affcRions may be clearly known. And moreover, becauſe 
thoſe ſigns do exceed in number, being diffuſed through the whole body, ſome as oc-

Therefore for this cauſe hath God ſo diſpoſed the 'parts and lincaments of the 
face, and ſo'fitted the proportion with the whole body, that from the molesin the 
face, as in a Compendium or Index tothe whole Volume ofthe body, we might find 
the other moles of the body, and derive a certain judgment therefrom. For my own 
part I declare as I think hereof, that from that admirable proportion, as the diſpo- 
ſicion of the mouth, and the conformity, which the Greeks call <ra>oyiar, of that 
and other parts of the face, to the proportionate parts of the body , a man may re- 
ſolve, expediare, and enodate the moſt imperceprible latent nodes of natural cauſes 
and dilacidate apercly cheir difficult poſitions -* by which means ie ſo comes to paſs 
- that not.only the affeQions of the mind, but the moſt co-opert and hidden marks of 

the body, vail'd with our garments or otherwiſe, we may denudate, and certainly de-

Now in the firſt place, that ciſtinQly and plainly I may lay before the 
eyes of all, this proportion,in which the parts of the face are referred to the other 
parts of the body, it is neceſſary roobſerve what proportion the parts of the face 
have each to other, and what congruity is obſerved amongſt themſelves; and fur- 
thermore to declare how the proportionable parts of the body agree amongſt chem- 
ſelves, and anſwer ;cach other, and each of theſe diltinftly known, To begin with 
the face, to the right underſtanding this proportion , we mult conceive therein a 
threefold dimenſion, conliſting in longitude, latityde, and profunditie; although lon» 
gitude be the moſt obſervable in this ſubjeQ, yer the other are not to be precermitred, 
That we may diſtinguiſh this longitude by aright and unercing rule, the buſineſs re. 
quires that we be indagacious and exaRt in the lealt pun of the meaſu;e thereof, by 
which means the other particulars of the face may apercly be known, and meaſur 
amongſt themſelves. And laſtly, drawing up theſe propartions according to the 
rules of.

being again doubled four-fold, it renders the proportion ot other parts, as the length 
of the mouth the ſpace between the eyes; and thar, ſpace from che hether lip ro che 
extremity of the chin, all theſe bear this four-fold |proportion. Moreover the length 
of the noſe, as alſo the ſpace from the root of theinole tothe hair on the cop af the 
forchead, 5.e. the altitude of the brow, and from; the noſc to the 6nd of the chin, 
theſe all are of one dimenfion, and bear a ſeſquialternate part tothe, former Propor- 
tion, 5. e, a (ix-fold duplication of the lefler parts before mentioned; alſo the cir- 
cumference of the mouth, the ears, and that ſpace from the extremity -of oneeye to 
the utmoſt corner of the other eye, thee bear a double propoxtion of the lafk before 
recited, that is a twelve-fold duplication of the leaſt particular mealures; the whole 
tength of the face, and the circumference of the foxchead hatha.le/quialternaze pro» 
portion to the compaſs of the mouth and the parts before named,, 5. ce. they cons 
rain eighteen ofthe leaſt duplicated meafures, Mareover the ſpace. from the begin« 
ning ofthe hair on the top of the forchead, to the joint of the neck behind, the very 
extremity of the back-bone, and the ſpace from the cxtremicy, of the chin tg che 
vertex, Or to of the head in proportion bath a ſeſquialternace dimenſion co the lon- 
gitude of the face, and comprehendsin whole, 24 of the leaſt dyplicated.parts. 
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What need I inſtance in any more particnlars ? The ſymmetry of parts, the propor- 
tion of numbers the congruous conſent of things, and their harmony; one with ano- 
ther, are matters more admirable then expreſſible. If we obſerve diligently with the 
cye of our minde and reaſon, we may clearly in this fabrick of the face, diſcern ſuch 
ſpecies of numbers ; ſome alike, others unlike ; ſome likely, yer unlike ; others un» 
likely, yet alike : as alſo, the firſt ſimple, and uncompound ; the ſecond compound : 
Some perfed, others imperfeR; ſome equa), others unequal; all proportions may 
hcre be found, as well Arichmetical, as Geometrical, and all Harmoni- 
Eo © | | 
Here you may finde the Double proportion, the ſeſquialteran, the ſeſquitertian : 
Here you may finde compoſed harmony in its parts; as the Diatefſaron , the 
Diapente, the Diapaſon ; all which co particularize, would be too tedious, ſee- 
ing it may be gathered molt mavifeltly -and clearly from what I have already 
ſaid. 
What lf ſhould further adde, that inthe face are all Geometrical figures, as well 
circular, as right, expreſly to be ſeen ? Certainly this Conſtitution and Compoſiti- - 
on of the face, is infinitely to be admired, and worthy wonder,even to amazement, 
but more worthy of admiration in this, that the face not onely repreſencs the whole 
fabrick of man ; bur is alſo a certain, perfeR, abſolute, compleat type of the whole 
univerſe ; which ic could not be;unlefs ic did imbrace all anſwerable proportions ; for 
if ſobe the whole body be compoſed of this harmony, and all the parts bear the ſame 
proportion, it was neceſſary to conſtirute one certain part as a type, that mighc be 
able ro menſurate as a line, all the other parts exaQly ; whereupon, the face as 
moſt apt to this purpoſe, to be a type of the whole work ; ſo that from that type, 
the marks and figures of the other parts of the body, by a ſure ſympathy and fit cog- 


nation might be ſignified,

Moreover, the great and chief Creator of Nature, knowing the face to be ſomes 
times ſubjeR co deformity (as in the exuberancy or defect of mater, or through ac- 
cidents, from the operations of the agent, through £00 muth vehemency or remiſ- 
neſs, or the like) the judgement from hence mighe be difficult or erroneous, hath 
pleaſed to give a rule, a a certain unerring ſtandard, expoſed to our eyes ; by the 
which the face and all the parts thereof, whether they are true and natural, mighe 
a5 certainly, as certainty it ſelf, be explorated and tryed: And this ts the Hand to. 
which Morrals owe much, By the hand are enemies repelled, the life defended, 
Sphzres, Globes, and, as it were, new Heavens are faQitated; Citizs, Houſes, Ships, 
arc thereby fabricared : With the hand Garments are woven, and made fic for mans 
uſe ; all things in imitation of nature, are therewich painted ; figures are cur, | 
and Statues ingraven ; PiRures are by the hand moſt lively ſhadowed ; And laltly, 
Hiſtories, as living monuments of times and Laws, arc therewith written ; the hand 
therefore,as the common aid & power of the wholebody,is the meaſure,or bearech the 
proportion of che face z for ſuch is the natoral proporcion of the face in longicude, 
as is the length of the hand, from the wriſt, to the end of the middle finger ; which 
and as all the parts of the face meaſurably proportion» 


rule fails in very few men; > me; 
able, in an harmonious way , reſpe& each other : So likewiſe the parts of the 
hand amongſt themſclyes, and in relation to other parcs of the body, retain a cer- 
-#in true dimenſion ; as firſt, the index, or forefinger, the length thereof _— 
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from the end of the nail, to the third joynt on the back ſide, giveth the juſt half mag. 
nitude of the whole hand, and is always found equal to the other part of the hand, 
which exrendeth from the root of the fingers co the wriſt ; the like the middle hnger 
ſhews, being meaſured on the isfide the hand, from the extremity of the finger, and 
extended beyond the mount, according to meaſuravle proportion; the ſame quan. 
icy of ſpace, and the ſelf fame dimenſion, is fromthe bottom of the mount to the 
wriſt, the line being extended; the nails alſo of all the fingers have the ſame length, 
25 the ſpace is from the bottom or root of the nail to the cop of che fi:it joyne ; alſo 
the circumference of the thickeſt finger, anſwereth ina certain proportionable mea»

Many other ſymmetrical proportions might here be [aid before thy eyes (gentle 
Reader) in which the parts of the hands ficly correſpond ; but that I ſhould ſeem too 
prolix and tedious ; and theſe,. obſerving the rules and fimilirude of ſymmetrical pro- 
portion, ſeem an eaſie buſineſs tro be underſtood,] being fo delightiul: I mean., in 
whar the parts of the hands agree amongſt themſelves ; as alio their congruity to 
the face. . | 

Wherefore that I may for the benefit and delight of the Reaver, fully open this 
truth, I (hall moſt accurately delineate, as ina Table, aud draw forth the proportion 
of the face by the hand : As | 

Firſt, How much is the length of the face, and the circumference of the forchead, 
ſo much is the length of che hand, from che wriſt|cro the end of the middle finger, 
that ſpace which extends from the root of the hairs in the forchead, to the hollow 
noſtrils, bridge or middle of the noſe, anſwers in proportion to the middle finger; 
the other part from the midſt of the noſe, to the] extremity of the chin, we fide in 
menſurable proportion, anſwers the reſt of the hand, from che root of the fingers to 
the wrilt moſt exaQly. | 

Furthermore, that joynt which is the firſt and greateſt, next the palm of the fore- 
finger, rendreth the alcirude of the forchead ; as alſo, the ſecond and third joynt of 
the ſame finger, conſidered to the extremicy of rhe nail together, are obſerved ne- 
ver to differ in menſural proportion, from that ſpace which is from the upper eye- 
lid to the orbicular part, or middle of the note :| The firſt and greateſt joynt of the 
middle finger, is found to agree in jult dimenſion, to that ſpace which extends from 
the lower part ofthe noſe, to the upper part of the chin, under the nether lip: The 
ſecond joynr.of that finger meaſureth the whole chinz bur the fiſt and greateſt joyne 
of the ring finger, molt exatly anſwers in proportion to the chin, from the lower 
lip to the extremity thereof: The third joynt, next the nail of the middle finger, 
molt adzquately meaſureth that lacunous hollow of the upper lip in length, berwixc 
the noſtrils and the upper lip ; in Ike manner, confidering the firit joynrt of the mid- 
dle finger, next the hand, ſo much as is the longitude of that betw:x: the joynts, ſuch 
is the proportion of the length of the mouth, if with a thred you meaſure the arch of 
the lip; but if you meaſure the longitude (trait through the vacuity of the mouth, 
the joynt of the finger exceeds z but the ſame meaſure of the fame tinger, renders the 
altitude of the forehead : The palm of che hand in length and breadch (in perſons 
not over fat or lean.) moſt uſually renders the proportion of the cheek in longitude

' So youleein this manner, according to this plain and delightful method, that the 
hand is as a certain perfeR meaſure, by which we may explorate, the difpoficion and 
ſymmetrical proportion of the face in every particular, that. by the face, as by the 
other parts of the body conſtituted thus proporcionably by nature, we may without 
error, according totrue proportion, make our obſervations and diltintions ; and as 
commodiouſly ic may, ſoit is manifeſtly neceſſary, to revocate the whole body to 
this ſymmetrical proportion, - Let no man relliſh|chis with diſtaſte, or ons this 
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Wherefore that I mightinvite others to ehisofefl Philoſophy; I

Moreover, We may take notice, that Mother Nature hath affcRed in the firſt for- 
mation of man, a quadrangle figure full and perfeAly zquilateral, which appears ve. 
ry often in many morrals, and eſpecially in them who have their members cloſely 
compaQ; and referring to this conſideration, nature| hath conſtirated the centerin 
the groin, repreſenting man equally large and long : For thoſe nine dimenſions by 
which the longitude of the whole body is diſtinAly menſurated, are in like manner 
found in the arms and breaſt, the arms neg ſtretched out : Which eruth, in what

As I have before obſerved three equal parts in the face, and diſtinguiſhed them in 
their relative dimenfion : So here Thold ic convenient conote the diviſion of three 
parts inthe midſt of che body : As firſt, That ſpace from the groin to the nayvil, 
Secondly, From the navil to the breſt. Thirdly, That part which extends ic ſelf 
from the breſt, ro the beginning of the neck ; all which are here contained in equal 
proportion, | | 

Furthermore, that ſpace which is intercluded betwixt the breaſts,as certain terms or 
bounds,is meaſured by the circumference of the forchead; ſo the brow being tgipli- 
cated in longitude, equaleth the back in exaRt dimenſion, even as the i or 
longitude of the face (as I ſhewed before) being taken nine or ten times, ak 
eo the ſtature of the whole body. So alſo the altitude of the forchead being nine or 
ten times taken, anſwereth or meaſureth the longitude of the: back. The ſemicircle 
of the eyebrow doubled, comprehends the rotundity of the ſhoulderblade, by the 
ſame reaſon as the-circle compaſſing the concavity of the eye, deſcriberh the peri. 
phery , or circumference of the arm-hole - Wherefore. now if theſe proportt- 
ons of the parts of the face, as alſo the ſimilitudes of proporcions, in which the parts 
of the face, as alſo of the whole body, agree amongſt themſelves, by a rati. 
onal congruity be zdmitted : fet no man deny, but by the ſame reaſon and grounds 
infallibly , the moles of the face have a certain relative conſent to the other. ſcatter- 
edin other places here and there in the body; . for it is undeniably manifeſt, that the 
face, and the parts of the face (as I have proved are as certain (ure figures and types 
ofthe whole body, andthe parts thereof ; Therefore now as in the beginning I pro- 
pounded, the forehead repreſents the breaſt, the cyc-brows, the ſhoulders, the con- 
cavity of the eyes, the arm-holes, the ears, the arms, the chin, the groin, the 
cheeks, the buttocks, the mouth, natures ſeryant ih men, the ſecrets in women; 4t oughe 
then to ſeem no wonder wherefore the moles . (with which nature hath, obſignaced 
the parts of the body as with certain remarkable ſigns) (ſhould have relation and affi- 
nity amongſt chemſelves. Foraſmuch therefore as the forehead relates co the brealt, 
and other parts (as hath been (ſhewed) havei their relacive dependencies ; a mole 
therefore on the forchead (hall point to another on the breaſt ; and moles in any 0-

limited, as extended from the chroat to the Diaphragmma or Cartilagian Xiphoidan 
muſcle or Midriff, which is round, lying overthwart the lower part of the brelt, ſepa. 
rating the hearr and lights from the ſtomach 3 for it takes its beginning from the 
craw bone or channel bone of the throat, and ends at the midrift; the former pare 
with the upper bone of the-bre(t where .the cibs meer; the lower part with the joine 
of the back bone; the tight and left: (ide with 13 ribs as with. certain limits, is cir- 
cumſcribed; the former thereof moſt beautiful, excelling amongſt the other parts of 
the body ; itis moſt capacious, moſt fortified, and ſomething ariſing or ſwelling in 
' the midfi, arch-like ; all which proportions are together found in the forehead, which

cheek,then is the other on the buttock, and ſo in anſwerable proportion, Moreover 
as you ſhall not find a mountain without its valley, nor a promontory without a con- 
cavity, or hollownels ; ſo in like manner the eye-brows which are the higheſt 

thereof, have their hollowneſs and concavity adjoined : Now whereas the eye- brows 
behold and aſpe& rhe ſhoulders, as a hill-a mountain ; fo the concavity of: che eyes 
aſpeds the arm. holes as a valley a valley ; ſo that a mole placed on the hollow of the 
eye, eſpecially the lower part thereof, moſt certainly beſpeaks anocher on the oppo« 
fire place in the arm- hole; but with this difference; if che mole on the eye bencar the
